From the outset it has been obvious that the value of the early 
warning report will be determined in very large measure by 
Hitchcock’s contribution. I sincerely hope that he will be able 
to devote sufficient time to thie to complete the preparation of 
a section on the exploitation of early warning data, including an 
analysis of the NIC, its interrelationship with other elements 
of the intelligence community and field commands, together with 
recommendations for improvements in its general approach to 
the whole field of exploitation of these kinds of data. His recom- 
mendations would presumably be based on conclusions concerning 
the validity of existing indicators, the effectiveness of current 
procedures for screening and identifying data of early warning 
significance, the adequacy of current arrangements for orchestrating 
the facilities of various levels and elements of the intelligence 
community for analysis and evaluation of particular data, the 
adequacy of automatic data processing, etc., etc.
